Act No. XIV. or 1849, 


Passed by the Tlon'ble the President of the Council 
of Indian Connell, on the eoth of Angust 1849, with 
the assent of the Most Noble the Governor Ceneral of 
India. 


To punish tampering with the Army or Navy. 


Whereas the laws in force for punishing mutiny and 
sedition do not sufficiently provide for the punishment 
of all persons endcavourmg to stir up muting and sedi- 
tion among the Forces of the East India Company, oF 
to seduce them fiom their allegiance and duty, Its 
enacted as follows: 


TY. Every person, who maliciously and advisedly 
endeavours to seduce any person or persons, seredig of 
engaged to serve In the Military or Naval Forces of the 
Kast India Company, from his or their allegiance to 
Her Majesty, or duty to the said Company, or 
endeasours to stir up any person or persons helon i 
to cither of the said Services, to commit any “nel S 
mutiny, or to make or endearonr to mike any nrutino’s 
assembly, or to commit any traitorous or mutinowd pric 
tice whatacever, shall, on conviction, suffer transport®- 
tion for life, or imprisonment with: oe without DA, 
labour for any term, not longer than aeten yours, 0s to 
Court shall adjudge. 
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A rsm pharged with any offence, pun- 
te aig this Act, may be committed by any 
Magistrate within the territories under the Govern-

111. No Court shall on the trial of any offence under 
this Act reqtire any Futwa from any Law Officer.

An Act for the more easy recovery of Small Debts 
and Demands in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 





Whereas it is expedient to amend the constitu- 
tion and practice, and to extend the jurisdiction, 
of the several Courts established at Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay, for the recovery of Sinall 
Debts, It is enacted as follows: 


I, The several Courts of Commissioners and 

of Requests, for the recovery of Small Debts, now 
holden in the towns of Caleutta, Madras and 
Bombay, under the authority of the Charter of Jus- 
tice of King George the Second, and of two Acts 
of Parliament, severally passed inthe thirty-seventb 
year and fortieth year of the reign of King George 
the Third, and of the Regulations and Proclama- 
tions made, from time to time, for constituting, 
and for new modelling, altering and reforming the 
constitution and practice of the said Courts 
respectively, and of Act XII., 1848, shall be 
olden according to the provisions of this Act, 
from and after such several days as shall be 
declared within the said towns by proclamation, 
to be made and published in due form of law in 
each of the said towns by the Governor in 
Council.

From and after the day declared in any 
such proclamation, all provisions of the said 
Charter of Justice, and Acts of Parliament, and of 
any Regulation, Act or Proclamation heretofore 
made concerning the constitution or practice of the 
Court, referred to in such proclamation, shall be 
rescinded and repealed, 


IV. The style of the several Courts holden 
under this Act shall be the ( ) Court of 
Small Causes, inserting im the blank space, Cal- 
cutta, Madras or Bombay, ag the case requires. 


V. The jurisdiction of the several O@urts, 
holden under this Act, shall extend over the

without further notice or order; and the Clerk of 
the said Court, at the request of the person pro- 
secuting such order, shall issue under the seal of 
the Court a writ of execution to one of the 
Bailiffs of the Court, which shall be his warrant 
to take the body of such person in exccution, or to 
levy, or cause to be levied. by distress and sale 
of the goods and chattels of such person such 
sum of money a8 shall be so ordered, wheresoever 
they may be found within the district of the 
Court, and also the costs of the execution ; and 
alt Constables and other Peace Officers within 
their several jurisdictions shall aid in the execution 
of every such writ. 

LVI. If the Court shall have made any or- 
der for payment of any sum of money by instal- 
ments, execution upon such order shall not issue 
until after default in payment of some instalment 
aecording to such order; and execution or 
successive executions may then issue without

Fort Wiliam, Home Depariment, Legislative, 
the 20th October, 1849. 


The following Exract from the Proceedings of 
the Hon’hle the President of the Ceuncil of India 
in Council, in the Legislative branch of the Home 
Department, under date the 20th October, 1849, 
is published for general information. 


Read a second time the Draft of a proposed 
Act, dated the 12th May, 1849, and published 
in the Calcutta Gazette, of the 23d May, 1849, 
for the more easy recovery of Small Debts and 
Demands in Calcuttu, Madras and Bombay. 


Rrsolution.—The President in Council resolves 
that the following amended Draft on the subject, 
be published for general information : 


Acr No. —— or 1849. 


An Act for the more easy recovery of Small Debts 
and Demands in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 


Whereas it is expedient to amend the constitu- 
tion and practice, and to extend the jurisdiction, 
of the several Courts established at Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay, for the recovery of Small 
Debts, It is enacted as follows: 


I, The several Courts of Commissioners and 

of Requests, for the recovery of Small Debts, now 
halden in the towns of Calcutta, Madras and 
Bombay, under the authority of the Charter of Jus- 
tice of King George the Second, and of two Acts 
of Parliament, severally passed in the thirty-seventh 
year and fortieth year of the reign of King George 
the Third, and of the Regulations and Proclama- 
tions made, from time to time, for constituting, 
and for new modelling, altering and reforming the 
constitution and practice of the said Courts 
teapectively, and of Act XII, 1848, shall be 
halden according to the previsions of this Act, 
from and after such several days as shall be 
declared within the said towns by proclamation, 
to be made and published in due form of law in 
each of the said towns by the Governor in 
Couneil, 
Ti, Where in this Act the words “ Governor 
in Council,” or * Supreme Court,” are used, they 
shall be taken to apply severally to the perfon or 
persons administering the executive Government, 
and to the Supreme Court, of each of the Presi- 
dencies of Fort William in Berigal, Fort St. 
George :and Bo , with reference only to the 
Couet ‘holdot ‘ander this Act, in the same Pro- 
tidency, 


—— 
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III. From and after the day declared in any 
such proclamation, all provisions of the said 
Charter of Justice, and Acts of Parliament, and of 
any Regulation, Act or Proclamation heretofore 
made concerning the constitution or practice of the 
Court, referred to in such proclamation, shall be 
rescinded and repealed. 


IV. The style of the several Courts holden 
under this Act shall be the ( ) Court of 
Small Causes, inserting in the blank space, Cal- 
cutta, Madras or Bombay, as the case requires. 


V. The jurisdiction of the several Courts, 
holden under this Act, shall extend over the 
whole district now within the jurisdiction thereof 
respectively, and over such further district as may, 
from time to time, be declared by proclamation of 
the Governor in Council: provided, that no pro- 
clamation for extending the district of any of the 
said Courts be made without the previous sanction 
of the Governor General of India in Council. 


VI. Every Court holden under this Act shall 
be a Court of Record. 


VII. All proceedings commenced in any of 
the said Courts, before the time when the consti- 
tution and practice of such Court shall be altered 
under this Act, may be continued, executed and 
enforced against all persons liable thereunto, in the 
same manner as if they had been commenced 
according to this Act: and each of the said Courts 
shall be empowered in any case of doubt as to 
the proper manner of continuing, executing or 
enforcing any such proceedings, to make such 
orders thereon as shall appear to the Court to 
be necessary for giving full effect to this enact- 
ment. 


VIil. The Governor in Council shall appoint 
one, two or three persons to be Judges of the Court, 
one of whom shall be a Barriater at Law, or Advo- 
cate of one of the Supreme Courts of India, or of 
the Court of Session in Scotland. 


IX. No Judge appointed under this Act shall, 
during his continuance as such Judge, practise as 
aun advocate, attorney, or vakeel in any of the 
Queen’s Courts, or in any Court of the East India 
Company, or trade or traffic for his own benefit. 
ot for the benefit of any other person, or be the 
partner uf any persun so practising, trading, or 
trafficking. 


X. The Governor General of India in Council 
may remove any such Judge on the application of 
the Governor in Conncil. 


XI. Any Judge or Judges of the Supreme Court 
of Judicature, who shall consent to aid in the exe- 
cution of this Act, may exercise all the powers of 
a Judge appointed under this Act, and suits may 
be tried by him under this Act in like manner as 
if he were a Judge of the Court of Small Causes. 


XH. There shall be a Clerk for every Court 
holden under this Act, whom the Judges of the 
Court shall appoint, subject to the approval of the 
Governor in Council, and may remove, subject to 
the like approval : if necessgry, additional Clerks 
may be appuinted with the sanction of the Go- 
vernor in Council. 

XII. The Clerk of each Court shall issue all 
a Haga warrants, precepts and writs of exe- 
cu¥ion, and keep an agpount of all proceedings 
f the Court, and shall tahe charge of, and keep 
in account of all Court fees. and fines payable 
w prid into Cout, and of all monies paid into, 
and out of Court, and shall enter an account of all 
auch fees, fines, and monies in a book belonging 
to the Court, to be hept by him for that purpose, 
and shall monthly, or at such other times as shall 
be directed by the Governor in Couneil, submit 
his accounts to be audited or settled in such man- 
ner as the Governor in Council, from time to time, 
bhall direct. 


XIV. The Judges of every such Court shall, 
from time to time, appoint a sufficient mumber of 
persons to be Bailiffs of the Court, not exceeding 
the number, from time to time, allowed by the 
Governor in Council, and may at their pleasure 
suspend or dismiss any Bailiff so appointed. 

XV. The Buailiffs shall attend every sitting of 
the Court, for such time as shall be required by 
the Judges, and shall serve all the summonses and 
orders, and execute all the warrants, precepts, 
and writs, issued out of the Court; and shall, in 
the execution of their duties, conform to all such 
general rules as shall be, from time to time, made 
for regulating the proceedings of the Court. 

XVI. Every Clerk, or other Officer of any such 
Court, who shall, by himself or by any partner, or 
in any way, directly or indirectly be concerned 
or act as attorney, or vakeel, or be concerned in 
any trade or profession on his own account, or 
for any other person, shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of Five Hundred Rupees to any person 
who shall sue for the same in the Supreme Court 
by action of debt or on the case. 


XVII. The Clerk and Bailiffs shall give secu- 
rity for such sum, and in such manner and form, 
ag the Governor in Council, from time to time, 
shall order, for the due performance of their 
several offices, and for the due accounting for and 
payment of all monies received by them under 
this Act, or which they may become liable to pay 
for any wisbehaviour in their office. 


XVIII. ‘There shall be payable in the Courts 
holden under this Act the fees set forth in the 
annexed Schedule beside the sum of two annas in 
the rupee on the amount of the sum claimed, 
which fces shall be paid over to an account to be 
termed the General Fund of the Court. 


AIX. The rateable fee or commission shall 
be paid by the plaintiff before the summons 
issues; the other fees on every proceeding shall 
be paid in the first instance by the plaintiff or 
purty on whose behalf such proceeding is to be 
had, on or befoye such proceeding : if the plaintiff 
recovers a leas sum than he has demanded, the 
defendant shall not, in any case, be required to 
repay to him more than the fees and commission 
calculated upon the sum recovered. If the cage

is settled by agreement of the partick, befor, 
hearing, half the amount of the fees paid up 
that time shall be returned to the parties 1, 
whom they have been severally paid. The Jndye; 
of the said Court may at their discretion gran 
summons to poor plaintiffs without deposit, 9, 
with a partial deposit of fees, and commission, 
and also may remit costs wholly or partially {, 
poor suitors. 


XX. The Governor in Council may, ut ay 
time, lessen the amount of the feea to be taken jy 
the Courts holden under this Act in such manne, 
as to him shall seem fit, and may again increase 
such fees, so that the scale of fees given jn, this 
Act be not in any case surpagsed. , 


XXII. The Governor in Council, shall, from 
time to time, make such rules as to him shall 
seem meet for securing the balances, and other 
sums of money in the hands of any Officers o! 
every Court holden under this Act, and for the 
due accounting for and application of all such 
balances and other sums of money. 


XXII. The Courts shall sit daily, except on 
Sundays, Christmas-day, and Good Friday, and 
on Native or other Holidays, which the Governor 
in Conncil shall direct the Court to observe; and 
each of the Judges may sit apart from the others 
or with either of them, at the same time or at 
different times; and any one or two of the said 
Judges so sitting apart shall have all the judicial 
authority, which is herein given to all the Judges 


XXIV. A Seal shall be made for every Court 
holden under this Act, under the direction of the 
Governor in Connell, and all summonses and 
other process issuing out of the Court shall be 
sealed or stamped with the scal of the Court; and 
every person, who shall forge the seal or any 
process of the Court, or who shall serve or enforce 
any such forged process, knowing the same to be 
forged, or deliver or canse to be delivered to any 
person any paper falsely purporting to be a copy 
of any summons, or other process of the said 
Court, knowing the same to be false, or who shall 
act or profess to act under any false colour 
or pretence of the process of the said Court, shall 
be guilty of felony. 


XXIV. All suits, where the debt or damage 
claimed or value of the property in dispute 
is not more than Five I[undred Rupees, whe- 
ther on balance of account or otherwise, may be 
brought m the Court of Small Causes ; and all such 
suits brought in the said Court shall be heard 
and determined in a summary way. Provided 
always, that the Court shall not have jurisdiction 
in any mnatter concerning the revenue, or concern- 
ing any Act ordered or done by the Governor, or 
Governor General, or any Member of the Council 
of India, or of any Presidency in his public oe 
city, or done by any person by order of the Go- 
vernor General or Governor in Council, or cone 
cerning any Act ordered or done by any Judge or 
Judicial Officer in the execution of his office, or by 
any person in pursuance of any as Satie or order 
of any Court, or any such Judge or Judicial Officer, 
or in any suit for libel or slander. 


XXV. On the application of any person de- 
sirousto bring a suit under this Act, the Clerk o! 
the Court shall issue under the seal of the Court 
a summons, which shall be numbered, and shall 
set forth the names of the plaintiff and defendant, 
the cause of actien with such particulars 44 ahall 
be, from time to time, directed by the "Rules of 
the Court, and the amount sued for, myd shall 
be served on the defendant, so many. days before 


the day on which the Court shall be holden at 
which the cause 18 to be tried an ghall be direct« 
id by the rulea for regulating the practice of the 
Court ; aud delivery of such summons ¢e the de- 
jendant, or it euch other manner as ghall be apeci- 
ged in the rules of practice, shall be deemed good 
gervice ; and no misnomer or inaccurate descrip- 
rion of any person or place In any such summons 
ghall vitiate #he same, ifthe person or place be 
therein described so as to be conmonly known. 


XXVJ. No misstatement of the cause of action 
-y the summons issued under this Act, shall viti- 
ate the same, and the J udges of the Court may, 
in their digerction, rectify such misstatement as 
goon as digeovercd, and alter the record accord- 
ingly, and if the defendabr, or one of the defen- 
dants be present i Court at the time of such 
discovery, the hearing of the cause after the record 
shall have been so altered, shall be proceeded with 
as if no such misstatement had happened, but in 
the abseace of the defendant or of all the defen- 
dants @ Rew summons of the same number and 
date as the original summons shall be issued with 
the altered statement of the cause of action. 


XXVIII. All persons shall be deemed within the 
jurisdiction of the Court, who dwell or carry on 
their business or work for gain within the district 
of the Court at the time of bringing the action, 
or who did so dwell or carry on their business or 
work therein at the time when the cause of action 
arose, or within six months before the time of 
binging the action for causes of action which 
arose Within the same time, 


XXVIII. Any summons or other process of 
any of the said Courts, service of which is needed 
out of the district of the Court may be exhibited 
many Court of Law, or before any Magistrate, 
und shall be thereupon endorsed by the Mayis- 
trate or Judge of such Court; and, when so 
endorsed, may be served in like manner as any 
order or process from such Court or Magistrate ; 
wid such service shall be as valid as 1f the same 
had been made by the Bailiff of the Court out of 
which such summons or other process shall have 
issued within the jurisdiction of the Court for 
which he acts. 

XXIX. .Service of any summons or other 
process of the Court, which shall require to be

XXXI. The jurisdiction of the Court shall 
*xtend to the recovery of any demand, not ex- 
ceeding the sum of Fivé Hundred Rupees, which is’ 
the whole or part of the unliquidated balance 
of a partnerebip account, or the amount or part of 
the amount of a distributive share under an intes- 
‘aey, or af any legacy under a will. z 

XXXII, Any execater or administrator may 
“ue und be cast in aby Court holden under this 

ct, in like manney-aa if he were # party in his own 


right ; and judgment and execution shall be such 
as in the like case would be given or issued in 
the Supreme Court in the like case: but no exe: 
cutor,or administrator shall be summoned in that 
capacity within six months after the death of the 
person, whose executor or administrator he is. 


XXXII. A plaintiff shall not be allowed to 
divide any eause of action, for the sake of briny- 
ing two or more suits in any of the said Courts ; 
but any plaintiff, having cause of action for more 
than Five [Lundred Repecr, may abandon the 
excess, Which shall be entered in the Plaint book 
and stated in the summons, and thereupon the 
plaintiff shall, on proving his case, recover to an 
amount not exceeding Five Hundred Rupees ; and 
the judgment of the Court shall be in full dis- 
charge of all demands in respect of such cause of 
action; and entry of the judgment shall be made 
accordingly, 

AXXIV. The Governor General, and Members 
of the Supreme Council of India, the Governors

issued against the person or persons so served, 
notwithstanding that others, jointly liable, may not 
have been served or sued, or may not be within

A defendant, having any cause of 
action against the plaintiff, whether or not the 
same exceeds five hundred rupees, shall be enti- 
tled to set the same against the plaintiff’s demand, 
and if judgment is given in such case for the 
plaintiff, shall be entitled to sue the plaintiff for 
the balance only of hia original demand ; ufter 
deducting the amount of debt or damages and 
costa recovered against him under this Act. 


XXXIX. The Judges may, in any case, with 
the consent of both parties to thé suit, order the 
same, with or without other matters svithin the 
jurisdiction of the Court in dispute between such 
parties, to be referred to arbitration, to such person 
or persone, and in such manner, and on such 
terms as they shall think reasonable and just ; 
and such reference shall not be revocable by 
either party, except by consent of the Judges ; 
and the award of the arbitrator or arbitrators or 
umpire shall be entered as the judgment in the 
cause, and shall be as binding and effectual to all 
intents, ag if given by the Judges ; provided, that 
the Judges may, if they think fit, on application 
to them at the first Court held after the expiration 
of one week, after the entry of such award, set 
aside any such awarf@, or may, with the consent 
of both parties, revehe the reference, or order 
another reference to be made in the manner 
aforesaid. 


XL. The Judges of each Court, holden under 
this Act, subject to the approval of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court, shall have power to 
make and issue all the general rules for regulating 
the practice and proceedings of the Court, and also 
to frame forms tor every proceeding in the Court 
for which they shall think it necessary that a form 
be provided, and also for keeping all books, entsics, 
and accounts to be hept by the Clerk of the Court, 
and, from time to time, to alter any such rule or 
form; and the rules so made and the forms so 
framed, shall be observed and used in the Court of 
that Presidency, and shall be sent to the Supreme 
Court for approval, but shall be of force until

XLII. The Ji udges may in any case ma 
ders for granting time to the plaintiff or defen 
to proceed in the prosecution or defence 
suit, and also may, irom time to time, agjourn any 
Court, or the hearing or further hea g of au 
cause, 11 such manner as tg them may seem fit, 
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XLIV. The defendant in any action brayght 
under this Act, for the recovery of money, whe. 
ther for debt or damages, within such time 
as shall be directed by the rules for regulating 
the practice of the Court, may pay inte Cour 
such sum of money as he shall think a full satis. 
faction for the demand of the plaintiff, with the Corts 
incurred by the plaintiff up to the time of such 
payment ; and the said sum of money shalk be paid 
to the plaintiff ; but, if he shall elect to proceed, and, 
if the plaintiffshall recover no further sum in the 
action than shall have been so paid into Court, 
the plaintiff shall pay to the fefentlant the cost:

LVII. Whenever the Court shall have made 
an order for the payment of money, the amount

Clerk to the keeper of the prison at the time of 
the execution of the warrant. 


LXII, Notice of the execution of every such 
warrant shall be forthwith given to the person at 
whose auit it issued, whe shall thereupon deposit

All diet money, which shall be spent in 
providing subsistence for any prisoner, shall be 
costs in the cause, and all diet money, which 
shall uot be so spent, shall be repaid to the credi- 
tor advancing the same. 


LXV. Whenever &ny prisoner shall offer 
good and reasonable security for payment of any 
debt or damage and costs, either in full or by 
instalments as the Court shall think reasonable, 
the Court may order him to be discharged on 
giving such security. 

LXVI. 
apd costs in full, the prisoner shall be entitled to 
be forthwith discharged. 


LXVII. Ifthe debt or damage and costs are 
not paid, the imprisonment shall not extinguish 
the liability to pay the same; but all property 
then belonging to or afterwards acquired by the pri- 
soner shall be hable to be taken in execution after 
his discharge from prison for satisfaction thereof, 
or of 80 much thereof as Ip not paid, including the 
diet money actually expended for subsistence of 
the prisoner. 


LXVIII. Every Bailiff executing any process 
of execution issuing out of the said Court against 
the goods of any person, may, by virtue there- 
of, seize and take any of the goods of such 
person, (excepting the necessary wearing apparel 
and bedding of such person or his family, and 
the tuvls and implements of bis trade,) and may 
also seize and take any money or bank Notes, 
and any cheques, bills of exchange, promissory 
notes, bonds, specialties or securities for money 
belonging to any such person against whom any 
execution shall have issued as aforesaid. 


LXIX. The Builiff shall forthwith deliver 
any cheques, bills of exchange, promissory 
notes, bonds, specialties, or other securities for 
money, which shall have been so seized or taken 
ag aforesaid, to the Clerk or other person appuint- 
ed by the Judges to receive the same, who shall 
hold them as a security or securities for the 
amount directed to be levied by such exécution, 
or so much thereof as shall not have been 
otherwise levied or raised for the benefit of the 
plaintiff ; and the plaintiff may sue in the name 
of the defendant, or in the name of any person in 
whose name the defendant might have sued, for 
the recovery of the sum or sums secured, or 
made payable thereby, when the time of payment 
thereof shall have arrived. 


LXX. If it shall, at any time, appear to 
the satisfaction of the Court that any defen- 
dant is unable, from sickness or other sufticient 
cause, to pay and discharge the debt or damages 
recovered againat him, or any instalment thereof 
ordered to be paid as aforesaid, the Judges, in 
their discretion, may suspend or etay any Judg- 
ment, ordet or execution given, made or issued 
in such action, for such time and on such terms 
‘ns they shall think fit, and so, from time to time, 
until it shall appear by the like’ proof as aforesaid 
that such temporary cause of disability has ceased.

pergon shall be entitled to claim any sum which 
shall have remained unclaimed for six years; but 
No time during which the person entitled to 
Claim :eueh- gum shall have been an infant or 
married’ -wéman‘ ar of unsound mind, or out 
of the Territories. under the Government of 
the Hast ‘IndiaCompany, aball be taken into 
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actontt in estimating the aaid period of six years. 
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, UXXXII. If any person shall wilfully insult 
any Judge, Clerk or Officer of the said Court, for 
the time being, during his sitting or attendance in 
Court, or shall wilfully interrupt the proceedings of 
the Court, or otherwise misbehave in Court, it shall 
be lawful for ad Bailiff or Officer of the Court, 
with or without the assistance of any other person, 
by the order of the Judges to take such offender 
into custody, and detain hin until the rising of 
the Court; and the Judges shall be empowered, 
if they shallthink fit, by a warrant under their 
hands, and sealed with the seal of the Court, to 
commit any such offender to any prison to which 
they have power to commit offenders under this 
Act, for any time, not exceeding seven days, or to 
impose upon any such offender a fine, not ex-

Every Clerk, Bailiff or other Officer 
employed in putting this Act orany of the powers 
thereof in execution, who shall wilfully and cor- 
ruptly exact, take or accept any fee or reward 
whatsoever, other than his lawful salary, for any 
thing done or to be done by virtue of this Act, or 
on any account whatsoever, relative to putting 
this Act into execution, shall, upon proof thereof 
before the said Court, and in the case of a Clerk, 
on confirmation of the finding of the Court by the 
Governor in Council, be for ever incapable of serv- 
ing, or being employed under this Act in any 
office of profit or emolument, and shall also be 
liable for damages as herein provided. 


LXXXVII. [fanyclaimshall be made to, or in 
respect of, any goods or chattels taken in execution 
ander the process of any Court holden under this 
Act, or in respect of the proceeds or value thereof, 
by any person, not being the party against whom

The deed of partnership of every such Company 
in addition to any other provisions it may contain, shall 
contain specific provisions for the following purposes, 
that is tu say ; 

First.—-For holdiug Ordinary General Meetings of 
the Company twice at least in every year, at appointed 
times and places.

In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, tW8 dressing and two bathing 
rooms; one toom, one dressing, and one bathing room 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room 
to male Travellers. 

In Bungalows in which there is a centre common 
room, the private rooms will be allotted according to 
priority of arrival, one-half the accomodation being re- 
served, if necessary, for Ladies. Travellers arriving 
after all the private rooms are occupied will have the use 
of the common room and a bathing room. 


No person can claim shelter in a Staging Bungalow 
for more than 24 hours; after the expiration of that 
period, he is bound to remove, if called on to do so, by 
another Traveller, 


The Kbidmutgar at each Bungalow will cook any 
eben furnished by Travellers, but those who employ 
im to supply estables must subiut to his terms. 


Travellera are expected to bring their own Table 

Linen, when they do not, the Khidmutgar is directed 
_ to spread a Naphin about 2 feet square before each per- 

son: the Napkin is not to be used a second time until 
; it has been washed and ironed. The Post Master will 
‘punish the servants whenever he discovers that they 
neglect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
“nected with it, perfectly clean. 

Whoever breaks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. The Servants are immediately to report when 
an article becomes unserviceable, and get it replaced. 

Tatties are provided during the hot-winds, but an 
establishment to water them being ente:tained only 
when wanted ; the Traveller who choses to order it must 
defray the é¢xpence in addition to other charges. 

The buildings as stich are kept in order by the Exe- 
cutive Officers, the Post Masters reporting to them 
whenever repairs are necessary.

Read a second time the Draft of a proposed 
Act, dated the 12th May, 1849. and published 
in the Caleulta Guzettr, of the 235d May, L849, 
tor the more easy recovery of Small Debts and 
Demands in Calcutta, Madras and Bowbay. 


Resolution. —The President in Council resolves 
that the following amended Draft on the subject, 
be published for gencrdl information : 


Acr No, or 1819. 


An Act for the more easy recocery of Small Debts 
and Demands in Caleutla, Madras and Bombay. 





Whereas it is eapedient to amend the constitu. 
tion and practice, and to extend the jurisdiction, 
of the several Courts esteblished at Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay, for the recovery of Small 
Debts, It is enacted as follows: 


J. The several Courts of Conimiissioners and 
of Requests, for the recovery of Small Debts, now 
holden in the towns of Calcutta, Madias and 
Bombay, under the authority of the Charter of Jus- 
tice of King George the Second, and of two Acts 
of Parliament, severally passed inthe thirty-seventh 
vear and fortieth year of the reign of King George 
the Third, and of the Regulations aud Proclama- 
tions made, from time to time, for constituting, 
and for new modelling, altering and reforming the 
constitution and practice of the said Courts 
respectively, and of Act XID, 1848, shall be 
holden according to the provisions of this Act, 
from and after such several days as shall be 
declared within the said towns by proclamation, 
to be made and published in due form of law in 
each of the said towus by the Governor in 
Council. 


Il. Where in this Act the words “ Governor 
in Council,” or ‘* Supreme Court,” are used, they 
shall be taken to apply severally to the person or 
persons administering the executive Government, 
and to the Supreme Court, of each of the Presi- 
euciés of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. 
George atid Bowbay, with reference only to the 
Court holden under this Act, in the same Pre- 
sidency. 
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HII, From and after the day declared in any 
such proclamation, all) provisions of the said 
Charter of Justice, and Acts of Parliament, and of 
any Regulation, Act or Proclamation heretofore 
made conceruing the constitation or practice of the 
Court, referred to in such proclamation, shall be 
rescinded and repealed. 


IV. The style of the several Courts holden 
under this Act shall be the ( ) Court of 
Small Causes, inserting in the blank space, Cal- 
cutta, Madras or Bombay, as the case requires. 


V. The jurisdiction of the several Courts, 
holden under this Act, shall eatend over the 
Whole distict now within the juriadiction thereof 
respectively, and over such further district as may, 
from time to time, be declared by proclamation of 
the Governor in Council: provided, that no pro- 
clumation for extending the district of any of the 
said Courts be wade without the previous sanction 
of the Governor General of India in Council. 


VI. Kvery Court holden under this Act shail 
he a Court of Record. 


VII. AN proceedings commenced in any of 
the said Courts, before the time when the consti- 
tution and practice of such Court shall be altered 
under this Act, may be continued, executed and 
enforced against all persons hable thereunto, in the 
same manner as if they had been commenced 
according to this Act: and each of the said Courts 
shall be empowered in any case of doubt us to 
the proper manner of continuing, executing or 
enforcing any such proceedings, to make such 
orders thereon a» shall appear to the Court to 
be necessary for giving full cffect to this enact- 
ment. 


VWI. The Governor in Council shall appoint 
one, two or three persons to be Judges of the Court, 
one of whom shall be a Barrister at Law, or Advo- 
este of one of the Supreme Courts of India, or of 
the Court of Session in Scotland. 


IX. No Judge appointed under this Act shall, 
during his continuance as such Judge, practise as 
an advocate, attorney, or vakeelin any of the 
Queen's Courts, or in any Court of the Kast India 
Company, or trade or traffic for hia own benefit, 
or for the benefit of any other péfeon, or be the 
partner of any person so practising, trading, or 
trafficking. 

X. The Governor General of India in Council 
may remove any such Judge on the application of 
the Governor in Council,
